¿jl meeting of citizens called to consider 
the situation growing out of the at­ 
tack on Mrs. C. M. Johnston in her 
home Sunday morning by an unknown 
negro passed off quietly and there is 
apparently no danger of further vio 
lence.

NO MORE VIOLENCE FEARED 


Conditions at Ottumwa, la., Becoming 


Normal. 
Ottumwa, la., Feb. 23.—The mass 
meeting of citizens called to consider 
the situation growing out of the at­ 
tack on Mrs. C. M. Johnston in her 
home Sunday morning by an unknown 
negro passed off quietly and there is 
apparently no danger of further vio 
lence. 
In addition to a reward of $1,300 of­ 
fered for the arrest and conviction of 
Mrs. Johnston’s assailant, $1,000 was 
raised for the purpose of employing 
detectives. 
A reward of $900 has been offered 
for the arrest and conviction of the 
murderer of Miss Clara Rosen here 
two weeks ago. 
The belief is general that the six 
negro suspects now in jail are not 
the right parties and the people seem 
willing to trust police and detectives 
to deal with the case.

restoring normal conditions. 
Mrs. Johnston is still in a serious 
condition, but her physicians believe 
that she will recover.

Blizzard Ties Up Traffic and Famine

Denver, Feb. 23.—The worst and 
most prolonged snowstorm and bliz­ 
zard in Colorado this winter beg&n 
at 9 o’clock Sunday night and is still 
raging. 
The snowfall Is from ten to 
twelve inches on the level and from 
two to five feet in the mountains. 
Railway traffic is tied up in all di­ 
rections and numerous slides are run­ 
ning in the mountains, destroying 
property and endangering lives. Street 
car traffic in Denver is badly Inter­ 
rupted, as the snow is beginning to 
drift. 
No trains have been able to pene­ 
trate the San Juan country for two 
weeks and the coal and food supply 
is running dangerously short. 
At Crested Butte in the Gunnison 
country no train has been seen in six­ 
teen days and the people are face to 
face with famine.

Mondovi, Wls., Feb. 23.—While in a 
temporary fit of insanity, Henry R 
Hanson, a farmer aged fifty years 
living near the village of Strum in 
Trempealeau county, killed his foul 
children, one boy and three girls, in 
their home and later set fire to the 
house. 
The mad parent is supposed 
to have used either a butcher knife 
or crushed the children’s skulls Witt 
a hammer, a i a hammer head was 
found in the ashes near their hones 
Hanson, after killing his children anc 
a number of live stock, ended his owe 
existence by cutting his throat. 
Tin 
names of the dead children are ; 
Hugh, aged fourteen years; Mabel 
twelve years; Sadie, ten years; Han 
nah, seven years. 
The oldest^<irl, Ella, aged eighteen 
alone escaped death at the hands ol 
her parent. 
Ella is employed in the 
village of Strum and was away from 
home at the time of the tragedy. 
After killing his children, Hanson 
repaired 
to 
the 
barn, 
where 
he 
stabbed several horses, cows, calves 
and pigs and even killed the house 
cat. 
He then poured Paris green iii 
the hog trough. 
Having completed 
his acts of butchery, Hanson sought 
to destroy all traces of the tragedy by 
pouring kerosene in the house and 
barn and setting fire to the buildings 
He then entered the house where hi* 
children lay victims of his dastardly 
deed and drew a sharp knife across 
his own throat. 
The conflagration brought neighbors 
to the scene. 
Upon their arrival Han­ 
son was found hanging in a window 
into which he had fallen after cutting 
his throat. 
He was pulled out of th€ 
burning building, but died in a few 
minutes. 
The fire had advanced toe 
far to permit of getting out the bodies 
of the children and they were ere 
mated. 
Hanson 
attended 
church 
Sunday 
with his four children and nothing un 
usual was noticed in his actions. 
He 
was an inmate of an asylum about 
twelve years ago, but was released 
after a short time. 
Hanson was a 
widower.

Mr. Garner has somewhat of a repu­ 
tation in his own county for clever 
work, but he was an unknown quan­ 
tity in Nashville. 
When court ad­ 
journed 
for the day the defense’s 
counsel drew; a long breath and were 
no longer in doubt as to Garner's abil 
ity. 
His cross-examination is of the 
rapid fire order. 
Sharp contradicted 
himself on some minor details but 
never on the more important particu­ 
lars.

last week by Mayor Horace Wilson, 
Portmaster Francis A. Walker and Re­ 
corder of Deeds Harry H 
Billany, de­ 
claring that the whole matter “ has no 
foundation in fact. ” In substantiation, 
articles written by the late Judge Wil­ 
liam G. Whitney and Charles M. Cur­ 
tis, an attorney, and a record of the 
Springer family by Joseph H. Springer, 
a descendant, all of Wilmington, Del., 
are included. They “ burstthe bubble.” 
“ The claims have been made inter­ 
mittently for many years, and in some 
sections of the West organizations of 
the “ heirs” have been effected to get 
title to considerably over one half the 
land. As new “ crops of heirs” have 
sprung up within the last few months 
and a number of lawyers from distant 
cities have come here to examine the 
records, the above named officials re­ 
cently held a meeting and decided up­ 
on a formal explanatory statement as 
the most expeditious way in which to 
stop the agitation.

Start of Inauguration Habit. 
The inauguration habit has now got 
to be an old thing with us and lias 
never lacked for those willing to play 
he star role. It started with General 
G. Washington 120 years ago, who 
was supposed to get on the job on tin* 
1th of March, but showed his prover­ 
bial wisdom by deferring it until he 
could have decent weather 011 April 80. 
Washington was sworn in the first 
time In New York in the region that Is 
now Wall street. It Is startling how 
respectable localities may deg« nerate. 
Wall street has made some presidents 
sine«* then. If political wlsacrea are to 
be credited, but h a s never Been any of 
these actually take the oath of office. 
Tin* second time the Father of His 
Country passed through the inaugural 
ordeal was in I hiladelphiti, which also 
saw that of John Adams. Adams aft­ 
erw ard complained that he only played 
second fiddle at Ids own dance, as the 
people made Washington tin* hero of 
the occasion. Any one can understand 
the reason who has ever taken Adams’ 
true size. Four years later, when Je f­ 
ferson came into power, Adams dis­ 
courteously ran away, which made 
him seem smaller than ever. 
The man that got up the story about 
Thomas Jefferson riding to the eapitol 


approaching storm, except tfie pres­ 
ence of the military aud the precau­ 
tions to protect Lincoln’s life, yet ev­ 
erybody felt the tension and feared 
the outcome. 
The second inaugura­ 
tion of the m artyr president came un­ 
der happier auspices.

which remained substantially as be­ 
fore, but In the number of marching 
organizations, the military display, the 
great crowds, the enthusiasm and th«* 
payment of fabulous sums for posi­ 
tions of vantage along Pennsylvania 
avenue. 
The function was marred by 
the usual weather, which was rainy 
and disagreeable, and by President 
Johnson, who did the John Adams act 
by absenting himself. 
The cheering 
for Grant was prodigious. 
For him 
peace indeed had “her victories no 
less renowned thun war.” 
On the sec­ 
ond inauguration of the old hero the 
mercury was but 4 degrees above zero 
in the morning and bung below freez­ 
ing all day. 
It drove sightseers in­ 
doors and chilled the marching pa- 
and hitching his horse to the palings I raders to the bone. 
Many deaths oc- 
belonged to the shorter and uglier fam ­ 
ily. 
Nature fakers are not the only 
sort.

was an Englishman who wrote the 
horse episode of Jefferson's inaugura­

Jam es Monroe was the first president 
inaugurated in the open air, and this 
was due to a squabble between the 
house and senate as to which should 
conduct the ceremony. They compro­ 
mised by erecting u platform midway

A movement was started in 
consequence to change the inaugura­ 
tion to a more civilized and sensible 
season, but nothing came of it. 
Rutherford B. Hayes was sworn In 
twice.

Only a single bri­ 
gade of soldi rs oecetnpanlod the pres­ 
ident and president ole t 10 the eapitol, 
but a great parade formed Immediate­ 
ly after the ceremony, and the boll in 
toe evening was one «¡f the greatest Up 
to that time. Then* was no omen on 
Garfield’s Inauguration day to fore­ 
shadow the tragedy that overhung the 
new president and the nation. 


Cleveland's First Inaugural. 
Perl tape the fairest 4th of March 
ever known in Washington was that 
which saw the first inauguration of 
Grover Cleveland. It was ascribed to 
Cleveland luck. The out [muring of peo­ 
ple and general reprosentathm from all 
the states had never !>een 4»qual«*d up 
to that time and In its spontaneous

has

since. It r«*<iuired six hours for the pa­ 
rade to pass a given point. 
There 
were more than 8.000 persons In the 
ballroom, and other th«»usands waited 
on

outside.

twenty-four 
years Demo« rn«*y was again in the sad­ 
dle, or thought it was. Likewise was 
it in carriages, on foot, in Htre«*t cars, 
hanging out of windows, «*n roofs, in 
trees or any old wav to be present. 
The “man of destiny” had arrived and 
brought the sunshine with him. 
The incoming <»f Benjamin Harrison 
was greeted by a rainstorm that caus­ 
ed tlio colors In tlie* bunting to run and 
the spectators to do likewise. 
Still, an 
Immense audience listened to the pres­ 
ident’s inaugural address, and 12,000 
attended 
the 
ball 
In 
the 
evening. 
There was a prodigious parade, and 
d«*spite the storm the display of fire­ 
works was most brilliant. On the way 
to the eapitol Senator Il«»ar, who rode 
in the presidential carriage, was com­ 
pelled to borrow an umbrella, where­ 
at Mr. Cleveland remarked: “We are 
honest folk. We will return It.” Was 
it prophetic that the American people 
were also honest folk and would re­ 
turn him four years later?

Special Incidents That Marked the Installation of Former 
Presidents of the United States—How the Taft In­ 
augural Bids Fair to Be the Biggest 
Success of Its Kind.

T is not every man that gets ft 
chance to be Inaugurated presi­ 
dent of the United States or even 
to see the thing pulled off by 
somebody else, so it is not surprising 
that when one does receive a call to 
go through this greatest of initiations 
be and his friends and the onlookers 
want a run for their money and try to 
make the occasion worth while. The 
Taft Inauguration will be all that and 
more. In fact, it will outdo anything 
In Its line, making the Induction of all 
past presidents seem like those “near” 
performances that fail of reaching the 
mark. There will be more troops, more, 
ceremony and more solemnity than 
pver before. The only features that 
will be cut short ore music and ora­ 
tory. The brass band Industry will be 
discouraged, and Taft will make his 
speech brief. 
The country will not 
lack for those cynics who will hail 
both shortcomings as improvements. 
No Inauguration would be complete 
without the quadrennial squabble be­ 
tween the supreme court and the dip­ 
lomatic corps as to which shall take 
precedence. Now that this has put In 
appearance every ti) big is as it should 
lie, and tile ball can go merrily on. 
That and the “beauty squad” of male 


between. 
Some later Inaugurations 
were held indoors, but with Jackson the 
outdoor feature became permanent. 
When “Old Hickory” went in the boys 
from the back counties all came to en­ 
liven the occasion and walked all over 
the White House furniture to show 
their Joy. Remembering these devas­ 
tating experiences, the second Jackson 
installation was more subdued. Van 
Buren’s induction into office was more 
generally attended than any that went 
before.

Although sixty-eight years 
old and despite the fact that the 
weather was worse than the usual 
March 4 brand, the old warrior insist­ 
ed on riding a white charger on a long 
and circuitous route. Nor would he 
put on an overcoat. The result was a 
cold that ended his life in a little more 
than a month. There was nothing es­ 
pecially notable in the inaugurals of 
Polk, Taylor, Pierce and Buchanan. 
The first installation of Abraham 
Lincoln took place under the impend­

of civil war.

The entire affair is greatly depre­ 
cated by the better class of citizens of 
both cities, and will doubtless result 
in steps being taken to guard against 
a future similar occurrence.

new president ought to ussure a wait­ 
ing world that this inauguration is 
going to be pulled off right. 
Start of Inauguration Habit. 
The inauguration habit has now got 
to be an old thing with us and has 
never lacked for those willing to play 
the star role. It started with General 
G. Washington 120 years ago, who 
was supposed to get on the job on the 
4th of March, but showed his prover­ 
bial wisdom by deferring it until he 
could have decent weather on April 30. 
Washington was sworn in the first 
time in New York in the region that is 
now Wall street. It is startling how 
respectable localities may degenerate. 
Wall street lins made some presidents 
since then, if political wlsacres are to 
be credited, but has never seen any of 
these actually take the oath of office. 
The second time the Father of His 
Country passed through the inaugural 
ordeal was in Philadelphia, which also 
saw thnt of John Adams. Adams aft­ 
erward complained t Hat he only played 
second fiddle at his own dance, as the 
people made Washington the hero of 
the occasion. Any one can understand 
the reason who has ever taken Adams’ 
true size. Four years later, when Jef­ 
ferson came Into power, Adams dis­ 
courteously ran away, which made 
him seem smaller than ever. 
The man that got up the story about 
Thomas Jefferson riding to the capitol 
and hitching his horse to the palings 
belonged to the shorter and uglier fam ­ 
ily. 
Nature fakers are not the only 
sort. There are also history fakers. It 
was an Englishman who wrote the 
horse episode of Jefferson’s inaugura­ 
tion, and he said he saw it with his 
own eyes, although it was afterward 
proved that lie was nowhere near 
Washington at the time. 
Jefferson 
really marched to the capitol on foot 
with a number of his friends. Ills sec­ 
ond inauguration was without special 
incident, as were those of Madison. 
First Outdoor Inaugural. 
James Monroe was the first president 
inaugurated iii the open air, and this 
was due to a squabble between the 
house and senate as to which should 
conduct the ceremony. They compro­ 
mised by erecting a platform midway 


approaching storm, except the pres­ 
ence of the military and the precau­ 
tions to protect Lincoln’s life, yet ev­ 
erybody felt the tension and feared 
the outcome. 
The second Inaugura­ 
tion of the m artyr president came un­ 
der happier auspices. 
The war was 
ending. 
The noteworthy feature was 
Mr. Lincoln’s address. 
It was one of 
the shortest and altogether the great­ 
est of all the Inaugurals. 
Prodigious Cheering For Grant. 
With the induction into office of 
Ulysses 8. Grant the inaugural cere­ 
mony as It is known in our day prop­ 
erly came into vogue. 
The change 
from the old way did not consist iii 
the forms of the ceremony itself, 
which remained substantially as be­ 
fore, but In the number of marching 
organizations, the military display, the 
great crowds, the enthusiasm and the 
payment of fabulous sums for posi­ 
tions of vantage along Pennsylvania 
avenue. The function was marred by 
the usual weather, which was rainy 
and disagreeable, and by President 
Johnson, who did the John Adams act 
by absenting himself. 
The cheering 
for Grant was prodigious. 
For him 
peace Indeed had “her victories no 
less renowned than war.” On the sec 
ond inauguration of the old hero the 
mercury was but 4 degrees above zero 
in the morning and bung below freez­ 
ing all day. 
It drove sightseers in­ 
doors and chilled the marching pa­ 
raders to the hone. 
Many deaths oc 
curred from colds contracted on that 
day. 
A movement was started in 
consequence to change the inaugura­ 
tion to a more civilized and sensible 
season, but nothing came of it. 
Rutherford B. Hayes was sworn in 
twice. His supporters evidently want­ 
ed to be sure that he was fastened to 
his seat. 
The precaution was for a 
double reason. 
One was that the 4th 
occurred on Sunday, and the second 
was the fear that the supporters of 
Mr. Tilden might try to make trouble 
at the last moment. 
In consequence 
Mr. Hayes was sworn In secretly on 
Saturday, March 3, and again publicly 
on Monday, March 5. 
Owing to the 
bitterness of the contest there was 
great partisan enthusiasm for the new 
president. 
For once the weather was 


ilrfy decent. There was no Inaugural 
ball, Just ae there was no wine served 
on the White House table during the 
Hayes Incumbency. 
The inauguration of James A. Gar­ 
field was a brilliant affair, with scarce­ 
ly an untoward event. 
There was 
snow In the morning, but it melted 
away before noon. Only a single bri­ 
gade of soldiers accompanied the pres­ 
ident and president ole^t to the capitol, 
but a great parade formed immediate­ 
ly after the ceremony, and the ball in 
the evening was one of the greatest up 
to that time. There was no omen on 
Garfield's inauguration day to fore­ 
shadow the tragedy that overhung the 
new president and the nation. 
Cleveland'* First Inaugural. 
Perhaps the fairest 4th of March 
ever known in Washington was that 
which saw the first inauguration of 
Grover Cleveland. It was ascribed to 
Cleveland luck. The outpouring of peo­ 
ple and general representation from all 
the states had never been equaled up 
to that time and in its spontaneous 
character has never been excelled 
since. It required six hours for the pa­ 
rade to pass a given point. There 
were more than 8,000 persons in the 
ballroom, and other thousands waited 
on the outside. 
After twenty-four 
years Democracy was again in the sad­ 
dle, or thought it was. Likewise was 
it in carriages, on foot, in street cars, 
hanging out of windows, on roofs, in 
trees or any old way to be present. 
The “man of destiny” had arrived and 
brought the sunshine with him. 
The incoming of Benjamin Harrison 
was greeted by a rainstorm that caus­ 
ed the colors in the bunting to run and 
the spectators to do likewise. Still, an 
immense audience listened to the pres­ 
ident’s inaugural address, and 12,000 
attended the ball in the evening. 
There was a prodigious parade, and 
despite the storm the display of fire­ 
works was most brilliant. On the way 
to the capitol Senator Hoar, who rode 
In the presidential carriage, was com­ 
pelled to borrow an umbrella, where­ 
at Mr. Cleveland remarked: “We are 
honest folk. We will return it.” Was 
it prophetic that the American people 
were also honest folk and would re­ 
turn him four years later? But, no. 
Cleveland was not a man of double 
meanings. 
Either Cleveland luck had deserted 
the "man 
f destiny” on his second 
inaugural 
n 
1803 
or 
Washington 
weather on the 4ih of March was too 
much even for his star of fortune to 
overcome. It rained more than it hail 
at the inauguration of Harrison. Nev­ 
ertheless the crowd, the parade and 
the ball were immense affairs, and the 
decorations were the most ambitious 
that 
had ever been attempted 
in J 
Washington. 
Superstitious

might take the storm of that day j 
ominous of tile clouds that were i 
gather over Cleveland’s sec ond ad- ! 
ministration, but th o se who are ac­ 
quainted with the perversity of Wash­ 
ington climate in March would not 
look so far afield for an explanation. 
William ‘McKinley brought with him 
fair skies, likewise crowds, bands, 
military display and a general blaze 
of color and display, marking the ex­ 
pansion of the nation’s life. 
Present 
at this ceremony, as also at that of 
Garfield, was the new president’s aged 
mother. 
One of the striking features 
of McKinley’s first Inaugural was a 
mounted detachment of special aids 
composed of sons of ex-presidents. At 
his second induction Into office the to­ 
tal depravity of the elements got the 
better of bis star of destiny, and be 
had to be Inclosed in a glass case to 
protect him from the storm while re­ 
viewing the parade. 
The paraders 
were not protected by a glass case, of 
course, but they did not count. 
When Theodore Roosevelt was inau­ 
gurated in bis own right he was ac­ 
companied by the “rough riders;” a 
band of Indian chiefs, led by Geroni­ 
mo; a bunch of cowboys, under the 
command of Seth Bullock; GOO of 
Roosevelt’s Oyster Bay neighbors and 
a body of anthracite coal miners, 
bearing the motto, “We Honor the 
Man Who Settled Our Strike.” Nearly 
200,000 out of town people were in 
Washington. The president is a husky 
specimen of American manhood and 
stood the Washington weather all 
right, but several others, including 
a United States senator, an ambassa­ 
dor and a judge, died from the effects 
of It 
If this thing continues It will 
be known as the fatal 4th of March. 
Taft’s “Beauty Squad.” 
Over William Howard Taft the skies 
of fortune have ever been propitious. 
From the beginning of his career until 
now no untoward event has marred 
his career, no breath of adversity has 
blown against his sails. From appoint­ 
ment to appointment he has gone until 
now he stands at the highest point this 
world affords. It is not without rea­ 
son, therefore, that those in charge of 
the Inauguration depend on Taft luck 
to furnish a fair day. With that as­ 
sured they are certain they can pull off 
the star success In inaugural history. 
The feature of the affair will be the 
cluster of masculine loveliness that 
will escort the new president at the in­ 
augural ball. It Is the first time male 
pulchritude has played a star part a t 
any of the inaugurations, and it ought 
to make a flutter In the Washington 
pink tea set. The escort committee, 
which is bound to become as famous 
as Beau Brummel or Lord Chesterfield, 
Is already chosen and contains names 
that are known to fame not only as 
lady killers, but In more humble roles. 
They are men of wealth, many of them 
millionaires; they are celebrated at 
least in their own counties, and. above 
all else, they have a charm of manner, 
a grace of form and a ravishing beau­ 
ty of face that would make Apollo 
take to the sylvan shades. Talk about 
the “rough riders” as an inaugura­ 
tion feature! The “beauty squad” has 
them looking like an author who has 
Just got back a rejected manuscript.
